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A common experience of all provinces in the last two years has been an 
accumulation of older pupils in the schools, The tendency has been in evidence much 
longer than two years but has lately been accentuated by employment conditions, The 
following table shows how disproportionate the increase in older pupils has been as 
compared with the total increase, in the Prairie Provinces and Maritime, between 
1929 and 1931. The 1931 figures for Quebec and Ontario are not yet available, and 
there is no record of pupils!’ ages in British Columbia,
